Creamy-white 
flaked  and  dotted  with  rose.  One  of  the  earliest  to  begin 
blooming  and  continues  to  bloom  throughout  the  season. 
Has  stamens  intermixed  with  the  petals.  Blooms  has  an 
azalia-like  odor,  very  compact  grower,  is  suitable  for 
growing  out  doors  or  in  pots  and  tubs. 

DUCHESS  D’ORLEANS 

Very  double  waxy-white,  good  grower  free  flowering. 
Blooms  from  early  January  into  March. 

HARLEQUIN 

Full,  double  Peony-form  flowers.  Form  and  size  re¬ 
sembling  Prof.  Sargent.  Varigated  white  and  pink. 


GLOIRE  DE  NANTES 

Flowers  very  large,  semi-double  cerise,  center  filled 
with  long  yellow  stamens.  Beautiful  large  dark  green 
foliage,  that  makes  the  plant  unusually  attractive  as  an 
ever-green.  The  Blooms  stand  out  above  foliage  in  a  way 
that  we  have  not  seen  in  other  varieties.  This  is  the 
largest  of  the  red  varieties  we  know  of  and  attracts  much 
attention  when  in  bloom.
